Fon many years I've been interested in ofd cars and have had sevenat. 
In 1978, a griend was working on a mansion in San Francisco and spotted two 
cars in the carriage house which was attached to the mansion. Upon inquiring, 
he found that both cars, a Cadittac (which he was interested in) and a 1938 
Buick Special, were for sate. He cabled me about the Buick because he knew 
T was interested in Buicks. At ,irst 1 said "NO" but the thought kept ringing 
@ belt in my brain. The next day I cabled him and said I would Like to see 
the car. (Incédentatty, stoned atso in this carriage house were foo mint- 
condition honsebess carriages but they were not for sate.) 


The Buick befonged to a doctor rom 1938 to 1953, when he purchased the 
new Cadéttac and put the Buick in the carriage house, where it sat for the 
next 25 years. By 1978, the doctor had been dead fon several years, and his 
daughter wanted to seéf the two cars as she had no use gor them. 


The mansion was in the hills of San Francisco and because some engine 
parts were removed and the brakes were not working, a neighbor and 1 towed the 
car home with his pickup truck, The parts that were removed from the engine 
were found in a gunnysack in the thunk so the car ums complete and original. 
As my restoration project began I put the parts back on the engine, got it 
running and rebuilt the brakes. Also al the chrome parts were taken off and 
redone, because of rust, and the car was repainted to the original color. The 
intercon is stil oniginat and in good shape.

The car was now ready for tours so my wife and 1 went on many short tours 
with the CHVA axound the Bay Area. The car pergormed well and we had Lots of 
fun in it, 


We planned on taking it on the CHVA Nationa£ Tour to Oregon in 1983 but T 
noticed that when the engéne was run on hot days, the od@ pressure would drop 
to "0" when ideing so we dédn't take it with us on that tour, but used another 
car. When the 1985 CHVA National Tour was planned, T decided to rebuild the 
engine and take the '38 on that tour. 


I started rebuilding the engine about foo months before the tour thinking 
T had plenty of time. However the places that grind crankshagts, blance same, 
and do other machine work on engine parts move very sfowty, so when the engine 
was put back into the car it was only two weeks besone the start of the tour. 


The nebuélt engine had run only 400 mikes when we took off on the tour. 
We were headed for Couer d'Akene, Idaho and we hoped gor the best, Naybe 
because it was a Buick on just tuck, we arrived in Couer d'Alene three days 
tater without a single problem. That is a tong way to go in a 47-year-old 
can akone, without any other car with you. We were to meet the other cars of 
the tour in Idaho, but wanted to visit relatives for a few days so Lest earty 
by ourseeves. We toured across the state of Washington and back home to San 
Leandro, Cakifornia without a singée problem. It was an enjoyable tour with 
the car pergorming very well. The trip covered about 3,000 mikes and the car 
averaged 14 miles per gatfon. We drove over three mountain ranges that had 
elevations of srom 5,000 to 7,000 geet and the car pulled every one in high 
gear with ease. 


le also came home by oursetves but by this time we were mone retaxed about 
the car traveling akong the roads. We traveled afong the old redwood highoay 
that was buitt through the giant redwoods when this car was new, 1t was Like 
going back in time 40 years. We stopped at some of the old nesonts that stiee 
took the same and the people in the area came to Look at the car and said that 
At brought back memories of the time when cars of this vintage traveled these 
roads. 


T think this can is one of the best Buicks ever built and it sure gets 
plenty of attention when I take <t out gor rides.

"One of the latest issues of THE TORQUE TUBE had an axticte 
about the '37 gfovebox medallion. Wel afong with the g£ovebox 
clock, the radio atso was an option in 1938. So éf you did not 
purchase one, on the other, on both, they put a Buick medattion in its 
place, The colors match those on the horn button. The c£ock medatlion 
Lovks the same as the center radio medattion, but it is tanger. Also 
the clock medateion mounts the same as the clock. ALL three radio 
medaklions clip into place. Since there are not many cars around 
without the clock on the radio, I do not have any pictures of the 
medaktions, But I drew the above pictures to the best of my memory.” 


It should be noted that on 1937 cars without radios, there is a brown metal 
plate with vertical chrome strips in place of the radio. This does not have 
the hofes in it, $0 there are no comparable 1937 medatiions. 


GAS-PROOF SEALER. In the last issue, we discussed the diggicubtios that 
may follow a combination of gasoline and Sificone seater. 1 recommended an 
"aviation-type" gasket material if you must use something that wike contact 
feud gasoline. Greg Marshake (#148) of Westminster, CA has a more specisic 
recommendation based upon personal experience: Permatex 978. That's exactly 
the kénd of product 1 had in mind. Thanks, Greg. 


1936 40-SERIES DASH PANELS. In addition to the material elsewhere herein 
on dash patterns, you may wish to note the following. Lou Witdt (#245) of 
Cincinnati, Ohio’ sent me a xew color photos of the dash panet removed from his 
"36 46C. The area under the radio qritle was well preserved, and shows exactly 
the kind of figure pictured in the sakes brochure drawing (see Vol. IV,, No. 3, 
page 14). Co£ors vary from golden tan to dark brom: i.e. a walnut "fame" on 
"bunk" figure. 


BRAKE HOSES. In Issue 3 there was a question concerning brake parts for 
1937 EO and 9 series cars, and the défsccutty in finding reptacements for some 
of these. Pauk Cutp (*508} has suggested that the short hose that runs off the 
back of the master cytinder on some '37 and '3§ Large series cars may be ne- 
placed With NAPA part no, 36804. See drawing betow. Agthough the Length of 
the oréginal <s about 95 inches and the NAPA part is aémost 10 inches too Long, 
apparently it will work.

This replacement hose has the correct 
connections on each end although the length 
is about 10 inches too long.

A look at my Cocat tefephone bock showed numerous firms, under "Hydraulic 
Systems," Even away nom farger cities I would think someone could be found to 
do this, since hydrautic system hoses are used on atl binds af earth-moving 
equipment, fork-List trucks, etc. Thanks to al who contributed to this Little 
exercise, Mutual aid is what this Club is até about, and here we have another 
fine example of that.

QUESTIONS ANSWERED 


... by Dave Lewis 


Question. In 1937 and 1938, T bedieve cars had optional wheel and wheet-pinstripe 
gotors. Each car color had a désgerent combination. Coutd you teee me the 
options for my 1937 mode 41 which is gray? 14 there a chart that could be 
published? 


Answer. Surprise! There were no optional wheel colors in 1937. Although many 
Restoners have done that, and footed some judges, it is not authentic. According 
to ale Literature I have seen, ake 1937 Bucks had wheels painted the sane color 
as the body. There were, however, a fe options as to the stripes. In 1938, 
there were wheel color options <or most body cofors, but only one stripe fon each 
coton. Back in Volume T, we printed some charts of’ these colors, but since many 
members have not seen those cssues, this is probably a good time to repeat the 
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information. The oréginat charts are hard to xead, so we have reconstructed the 
chant for 1937, and or 1938 duplicated the chart in the Engineering Features 
book. There ate no chéps or charts oe formulas for the wheel on stripe colons, 
$0 you'ne on your own where it's not obvious, except for these suggestions: 

"Ros Grey" is mone of a dull sitver than anything else (mix sitven and medium 
gray untit you get something you Like); scartet is a red that tends toward orange.

T discovered the folfowing articte in a 1940's MOTOR Auto Repair Manual 
(Copyright owner of the manual - The Hearst Corporation). It does not appear 
in the current "Vintage Car Edition.” With so many kinds of modern test 
devices in use today, T had almost forgotten about the old vacuum gauge. And 
T had never neatized att the things it coukd do. Vacuum gauges are not ex- 
pensive, and those of us having cars with manigotd-operated wipers will find 
an easy’ place to hook one up. 


T have not done at of the tests outlined in the articte, and cannot 
vouch for ther accuracy on for the correctness of all the diagnoses set forth. 
Like any testing device on technique, the gauge should be used in conjunction 
with other devices on techniques, and with the judgment and experience o{ the 
tester. Moreover, it should be observed that some of the tests must be done 
4n connect sequence to avoid possibly misfeading results. At the Least, 
however, 1 thought the articke would be fun to read, and the tests fun’ to do, 
for those of you who are not famiLiar with them, Needeess to say, an accurate 
Gauge is the first prerequisite. Happy testing!

might have been an unusual gra ts east fon the "Chevrons. 
Now, through the kindness of Paw *508) of’ Perkasie, PA, we can see the 
Chevron dash én all ts original on ugliness, as your tastes may 
nun. Paut hauled out of hés barn the dash grom a '38 Century acquired by 
his father kong age and took some photos. In these we can see the pattern 
rather ctearty. It is a decat on transfer applied over the painted panel on 
the center section, Paul descrébes the paint as "satin gold," and the 
Chevrons as brown. 


T have afso been told about a 1938 Century with a pattern that was said 
to resemble the "engine turned" dashboards found in tater Buicks.

Ungontunateky, names such as "Engéish maple” and "walnut tick" do not reveal 
much to us today. 

Thus, Engineering Features plainky contemplates a "grain" dash on Series 
40 cans, and a combenation of paint and "distenctive design” (presunably not 
grain) on the 80, §0 and 90 serées models. However, as we have Seen stom 
Previous artiotes, some 1938 Centuries had a horézontat-stripe grain pattern 
over the entire dash (welnut or mahogany, depending on one's point of view). 
The book, remember, preceded introduction of the 1938 Line. One conclusion 
we may thus draw from this -- based admittedty on circumstantial evidence ~~ 
és that the "Chevrons" (and maybe other "distinctive designs") were found on 
earty 1938 production, with the woodgrain coming akong tater. Perhaps the 
designs proved just a bit too distinctive for general acceptance by deakers 


and customers. (conrmNuED) 
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1 think we have come quite a distance since my inquiry into the subject 
ef dashboands started fast year. The one big gap remaining is 1938 &0 and 90 
series. Ina Letter to me some months ago, Bob Pipkin (*076) stated that

The propetfon shagt I also sent to a 
specialist gitm for welding and batancing. In my case, I had a spare '38 torque 
tube ready, 80 at I had to do was swap my carrier fon’ the tater version. The 
swap és completed in Less than two hours and ready for the road.

An INTRIGUING EXPERIENCE 


"Road test" reports axe nothing new, as are auto magazines, especially in 
Great Britain. In 1938, the venerable British publication The Autocar tested 
@ NeLaughtin 4-door Special, and thrcugh the courtesy of someone who Sent a 
copy to Dave Lewis a few years ago, we can now read ther report. It is of 
course {ul of Brétish tact and understatenent, but even the circumspect 
authors could not help getting a Little enthusiastic about the "smooth, quiet 
sweep of accetenation.” an "intrdguing experience” to be sure! They were 
less enthusiastic about the formard vision, stow steering and body roel, but 
managed to be decent about it. 


Tn fact, the Buéck was quite untike the typical English middle-level car 
of those days, English car owners were taxed according to the "taxable horse- 
power" (mone ike engine displacement) of theér machines, and the 31 taxable 
horsepower of even the small series 247 engine produced a hexty annual levy. 
"Petnoe” was Likewise expensive, and British engines were almost exclusively 
hour on six-cylinder, small disptacement, high-revving, and -- one must add -~ 
unnrekiable to a degree intolerable on this side of the’ ocean. |T read recently 
a story by a former Brétisher whose father routinety kept two Bentleys, since 
one was atwaus under repair.) Other than the Little V-8 in the Standard, the 
onty s-cytinder Brétésh cars of the mid- and ate- 1930's I can think of with- 
out extensive rescarch ake used American engines: Raétton (Hudson); Brough 
(Hudson); Jensen (Ford and Nash). British and European pregerences and con- 
ditions favored quicker steering and gat cornering over a smooth ride. 

(There is the apocryphal tate of the British gentkeman who atuays removed his 
dentures and substituted a custom rubber sitting before taking the wheel of 
hés Fnazer-Nash.| Thus, Buécks were not for everybody in Britain, and must 
indeed have been an "intriguing experience.”
